Colorado residents 


return to wreckage 


Residents began returning to charred communities 

Sunday after the most destructive wildfires in Colo- 
rado history forced tens of thousands of people from their 
homes and left the landscape a blackened wasteland. 

Bears and burglars posed further danger to homeowners 
who headed back to towns and cities after the fires, which 
killed two people. 

The Waldo Canyon Fire scorched nearly 17,000 acres 
and devastated communities around Colorado Springs, the 
state’s second-largest city. 

Gov. John Hickenlooper said he believed the worst was 
over and almost all of the seven blazes were under control. 

“Now we're beginning to look at how do we rebuild and 
begin the recovery. But we also know that Mother Nature 
can be pretty fickle out there so we’re keeping ourselves 
very alert,” Hickenlooper told CNN’s “State of the Union.” 

Two more houses were looted overnight for a total of 24 
during the disaster that forced 35,000 residents to evacuate, 
authorities said. 

To maintain order, 165 National Guard troops were on 
the ground under orders from President Obama, who 
toured the area Friday. 

Many of those allowed to stay home remained without 
power.

The governor described the devastation he saw during 
a flight over the Pike National Forest west of Colorado 
Springs, a city of more than 400,000 about 50 miles south 
of Denver. 

“It was like your worst nightmare of a movie, trying to 
show what the apocalypse or Armageddon would look like,” 
Hickenlooper said on CNN. “I thought it was trees burn- 
ing. As we got closer, it was homes.” 

Firefighters remain challenged by a wildfire in Grand 
Junction in western Colorado, the only one of seven wild- 
fires that was not yet under control, he said.

Japan restarted nuclear 
power production Sunday 
for the first time since shut- 
ting down all the country’s 
reactors in the wake of the 
Fukushima Daiichi meltdown 
after last year’s devastating 
tsunami.

GARFIELD’S STAR 
SWINGS HIGHER 
WITH ‘AMAZING 
SPIDER-MAN’

NEW YORK “The Amazing Spider-Man” 
swings into theaters Tuesday with an entirely 
new cast and some scenarios that might per- 
plex some Spidey purists — especially when he 
removes his mask. It’s unlikely, however, that 
anyone will find fault with Andrew Garfield. 

Like former big-screen Spidey Tobey 
Maguire, theater-trained Garfield seems an 
odd choice to play a superhero—even one 
whose alter ego, Peter Parker, is a textbook 
nerd. But after screen testing more than half 
of Hollywood’s 20-somethings, director Marc 
Webb knew he’d found his man when Gar- 
field stepped into the audition. 

“We had looked at a lot of really talented 
actors and he came in and I was watching his 
take and just kept going back and looking at 
it,” Webb said during a recent press event at 
the Crosby Hotel. “It was fascinating because 
he has a level of detail and nuance that’s really 
pretty extraordinary.” 

The same can be said of the L.A.-born, 
London-reared actor off screen. Garfield, 
who dates co-star and on-screen love inter- 
est Emma Stone, is refreshingly friendly and 
extremely well-mannered when it comes to 
answering reporters’ questions at the same 
press event. 

The 28-year-old ends just about every state- 
ment with “thank you very much” or “thank 
you for asking that question.” 

Perhaps he’s just grateful. It’s been an amaz- 
ing two years for Garfield, who initially made 
a lot of noise in “The Social Network” with 
his portrayal of Mark Zuckerberg’s scorned 
partner, Eduardo Saverin, and recently was 
nominated for a Tony Award for his lead role 
in “Death of a Salesman” on Broadway. 

Now he’s in what likely will be one of the 
biggest blockbusters of the summer, slinging 


webs in place of Maguire, star of the fran- 
chise’s first three installments. Although 
Garfield doesn’t know if his predecessor 
has seen this film, he said Maguire had giv- 
en him his blessing. 

“He sent an email to [producer} Matt 
Tolmach immediately and it was very, very 
generous,” Garfield said. “It made me feel 
like I could take the torch in confidence 
and I had his support. He didn’t have to do 
that and it’s a testament to him as a person. 
We're all just a part of the family—that Spi- 
der-Man family.” 

In this version of Spidey, Peter Parker's 
world is rocked by tragic events. First he 
loses his parents, and then the uncle (Mar- 
tin Sheen) who raised him. While tracking 
down his uncle’s killer, the omnipresent su- 
perhero transforms into a vengeful vigilante. 

“What’s cool about this movie is that he 
discovers the power of what he’s created,” 
Garfield said. “He doesn’t create this sym- 
bol with any kind of high-mindedness. He 
creates this symbol so that he can protect 
himself because he’s searching for his un- 
cle’s killer. 

“T think that he is a vigilante for a period 
of this particular story. I think it’s true for 
any teenager that goes through those tragic 
events to kick out and rebel and use their 
powers in a way that they’re not thinking 
responsibly.” 

Garfield was especially thrilled to work 
with the film’s stunt coordinator, Andy 
Armstrong, who designed the web slinger 
that allows Spider-Man to soar through the 
air—with the aid of CGI effects. 

“He kind of turned into a father figure 
for me on this film and he remains that 
way,” Garfield said. “He pushed me. There 
were things that I was scared about, and 
like any good father he kind of told me to go 
beyond what you think you can do because 
you might surprise yourself.” 

Garfield, who said he’s had a strong con-

nection to Spider-Man since childhood, 
found it difficult to shake off the emotional 


and physical demands of the role once the 
cameras stopped rolling. 

“T didn’t sleep a lot,” he said. “I dedicated 
myself to it. It’s embarrassing to say but I 
really did. It’s a weird thing. We all have that 
one fictional character that we care about 
so, so much and if ever that opportunity 
came along for any of us to play it, serve it, 
to do it justice ... when that moment comes 
you go, ‘Ohmigod, I’m not allowed to sleep! 
I’m not allowed to think about anything 
else other than this person who has given 
me so much in my life that I want to give all 
of myself to it.’ 

“So, I didn’t shake it off. Next time I 
might because I love sleeping and eating 
and all that.”

“they” should have rebooted “Spider-Man,” 
now or whenever. Because they did. And it’s 
pretty good. Free of Tobey Maguire’s squeaki- 
ness or a story so reliant on secret identity, 
“The Amazing Spider-Man” becomes, at 
times, refreshingly playful and never corny. 

Now played by an effective Andrew Gar- 
field (“The Social Network”), Peter Parker 
does not lament the great responsibility 
that comes from the great power he attains 
after receiving a spider bite. At first, he can’t 
believe how his newfound strength turns a 
simple task like squeezing a tube of tooth- 
paste into an accident waiting to happen. 
Later, like most high school kids with sud- 
den, web-slinging superpowers, he delights 
in the ability to cross bridges without any 
wheels. Well, when he’s not persistently 
tracking down bad guys to avenge his Uncle 
Ben’s (Martin Sheen) murder, which occurs 
more urgently than it did in 2002’s “Spider- 
Man.” 

Though his name surely will find him at 
the mercy of countless bad, spider-related 
jokes, director Marc Webb (“(500) Days of 
Summer”) deserves credit for hitting some

familiar story points without succumbing 
to redundancy. The movie has depth and 
purpose, if not total freshness. 

Emma Stone, again tapping into her 
infinite charm reservoir, brings both sweet 
vulnerability and poise to Gwen Stacy, Peter’s 
classmate who first notices the quiet skate- 
boarder in glasses when he stands against a 
bully and gets beaten up. Soon, Gwen and 
Peter bond with the youthful excitement of 
a barely suppressed giggle. That spark makes 
them look more like teenagers when Stone 
and Garfield, who reportedly date off-screen 
as well, average about seven years removed 
from their last homecoming. 

This origin story certainly delivers a sense 
of déja vu, laying groundwork that’s relatively 
fresh in our minds anyway. The agile “Amaz- 
ing” still excites—asserting some reckless, 
dangerous behavior as an inevitable dimen- 
sion of youth—and generates fun, big-but- 
not-overdone action sequences in Peter’s 
developing battle with Dr. Curt Connors (an 
effective Rhys Ifans), who’s much nicer when 
he’s not a giant lizard. 

Batman has returned frequently with dif- 
ferent bodies in the bat-suit. Another Super- 
man takes off next year. That’s the nature of 
superheroes and Hollywood. Fortunately, the 
not-yet-missed Spider-Man earns his revival 
as anormal, likably conflicted guy who can 
legitimately get the girl not because of his 
costume, but the character of the guy inside. 

That may not deliver iconic upside- 
down kisses, just better ones without some 
scratchy mask in the way.
